To the inhabitants of the Town of Wolfeboro 
qualified to vote in Town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Brewster Me- 
morial Hall in said Town on the second Tuesday of 
March next, at nine o’clock in the forenoon to act upon 
the following subjects: 


ARTICLE 1. To choose a Town Clerk, two Audi- 
tors, Treasurer, Collector of Taxes, for the ensuing 
year, one Selectman, one Library Trustee and one 
Trustee of Trust Funds for three years. 


ARTICLE 2. To elect one or more Highway 
Agents, or instruct the Selectmen to appoint one High- 
way Agent. 


ARTICLE 3. To choose all other necessary Town 
Officers and agents. 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of seven hundred (700) 
dollars, in addition to that required by law, for the 
town library. 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of one hundred fifty (150) 
dollars to pay Harry Harriman Post No. 18 to defray 
expenses of Memorial Day, May 30, 1933. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of four thousand (4,000) dol- 
lars for Town expenses for the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will authorize 
the Selectmen to hire a sum of money necessary to pay 
Town expenses in anticipation of taxes for 1933. 
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ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of two hundred (200) dol- 
lars for the maintenance of a public toilet. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of two hundred (200) dol- 
lars to pay for a swimming instructor at the bathing 
beach. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of fifteen hundred 
(1,500) dollars to assist the Wolfeboro Chapter, Am- 
erican Red Cross, in continuing its District Nursing 
Service. 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town will vote to ex- 
tend its water system by laying its main pipe to the 
end of Varney Road and raise and appropriate money 
for the same, agreeable to the petition signed by Ray- 
mond B. Moody and others. 


ARTICLE 12. To see what sum of money the 
Town will vote to raise and appropriate for the proper 
maintenance of the Police Department. 


ARTICLE 13. To see what sum of money the 
Town will vote to raise and appropriate to pay each 
fireman, legally returned for the year 1933, in addition 
to that required by law Section 16, Chapter 146, Pub- 
lic Laws of New Hampshire. 


ARTICLE 14. To see if the Town will vote to 
rescind the vote, taken in 1921, taxing each hydrant 
the sum of twenty-five (25) dollars. 

ARTICLE 15. To see if the Town will vote to 
rescind the vote, taken in 1932, adopting the Zoning 
Regulations. 

ARTICLE 16. To see if the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of one thousand (1,000) 
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dollars for the purpose of constructing and repairing 
sidewalks. 


ARTICLE 17. To see if the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of two thousand (2,000) 
dollars for the continuance of the tar surfaced gravel 
road to Pleasant Valley. 


ARTICLE 18. To see what action the Town will 
take relative to reducing the salaries of its Town Of- 
ficers both elective and appointive. 


ARTICLE 19. To see what instruction the Town 
will give the Selectmen relative to appraisal and taxa- 
tion of the property of the Kingswood Golf Club. 


ARTICLE 20. To see if the Town will vote to 
instruct the Selectmen to lay out one thousand dollars 
on Bay Street for permanent construction. 


ARTICLE 21. To see if the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate a sum of money to build the 
state road from the Tuftonboro line to where it now 
leaves off on the so called Pine Hill road. 


ARTICLE 22. To see what sum of money the 
Town will vote to raise and appropriate to aid and as- 
sist the Huggins Hospital. 


ARTICLE 23. To see what action the Town will 
take relative to the road at “The Carry” so called; 
either by acceptance or discontinuance, respectively, 
of the road now used or not used; or take any other 
pertinent action thereto. 


ARTICLE 24. To see if the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of two thousand (2,000) 
dollars to continue the gravel and tarvia road on the 
so called Clark Road. 
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ARTICLE 25. To see if the Town will vote to 
install the new sewerage system as suggested by the 
State Board of Health and raise and appropriate money 
for the same. 


ARTICLE 26. To see if the Town will vote to 


make arrangements for collecting garbage and raise 
money for the same. 


To hear reports of committees and to transact any 
other business that may legally come before said 
meeting.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


To the Board of Trustees of the Wolfeboro Town Li- 
Drary: 


Gentlemen: 


The report of the librarian for the year ending 
February 1, 1933, is hereby presented. 


The past year has been the busiest one in the his- 
tory of the library, with a circulation of 29,903 books 
and magazines. This is a gain of 2,140 over any pre- 
vious year. Three hundred and thirty new borrower’s 
cards were issued. 


Four hundred and fifteen new books have been 
accessioned. Of these, 95 were contributed. 


Special mention should be made of gifts from Mrs. 
A. W. Eaton, Mrs. Clara Olney Yorke, and Mrs. J. W. 
Sanford. A local reading circle, after the winter was 
over, gave to the library nine of the best books of the 
year. 


As in previous years, we are indebted to Mrs. 
Jenkinson and Mrs. Phillip Smith for gifts of money 
for new books. 


During these days of enforced idleness for some, 
new patrons are coming to us. We are trying to meet 
their demands in our choice of books. . 


Perhaps a word in regard to fines is timely. It 
has never been the policy of the library to work for 
fines. Books are loaned for a definite time, subject 
to a fine if not returned on or before that date. If 
wanted longer, patrons are encouraged to have books 
renewed. All books, excepting recent fiction, or other 
works of a popular nature may be renewed once or 
even twice, unless otherwise demanded.

The above financial report falls far short of por- 
traying the actual accomplishments of our Nursing 
Service. During the period covered by this report, the 
government has turned over to the National Red Cross 
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85 million bushels of wheat and 500 thousand bales of 
cotton to be properly milled and manufactured, and 
distributed to the ‘“‘needy and distressed.” Wolfeboro 
Chapter. has participated in this distribution. It has 
already received nearly 1,500 bags of flour, 1,200 yards 
of various kinds of cotton piece goods, 25 dozen ready- 
to-wear garments and 12 dozen sweaters. These have 
to be shared with our branches at Tuftonboro and 
Wakefield. Most of these supplies have already been 
given out where most needed, along with a large 
amount of second hand clothing generously contributed 
by our public spirited citizens. This has thrown a 
considerable burden on the Chapter officers, and espe- 
cially on our Nurse. She has given unselfishly of her 
time and strength in visiting, investigating and reliev- 
ing needy cases—never neglecting her nursing duties— 
but bringing comfort and cheer into very many homes. 
In this she has had the whole-hearted support of the 
Selectmen and of every citizen who has been asked to 
assist. This attitude of the people has been an inspira- 
tion to the nurse and to the Chapter officers, and has 
materially helped them to carry on. Who shall say 
that our “hard times” may not be a blessing in dis- 
guise—since they reveal so many unselfish traits that 
might otherwise remain hidden! 


The Chapter is truly grateful for the generous co- 
operation it has received on every hand, and with its 
continuance, hopes to make this community a still 
better and happier place in which to live.

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REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, Town of Wolfe- 
boro: 


Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit a report of the Health Officer 
for the year ending January 31, 1933. 


In the spring of 1932 about one hundred cases of 
scarlet fever were reported. These cases were of a 
mild type with few complications and no deaths. Prob- 
ably many more cases occurred, cases so mild in type, 
with a slight sore throat and absence of eruption, that 
no physician was consulted. The entire state has had. 
many cases of this disease during the year so our com- 
munity was not unique in this respect. A considerable 
number of persons who were contacts, particularly the 
nurses at the Huggins Hospital, were immunized by 
Scarlet Fever Vaccine. This latter procedure is ex- 
tremely valuable and successful in its results. The 
health officer recommends its serious consideration by 
those who have never had the disease. Although scar- 
let fever is most common in children up to the age of 
five years, it is by no means unknown in adults who 
are apt to have complications and sequelae. 


An effort has been made to improve the milk sup- 
ply of our town. Many samples of milk have been 
sent to the state laboratory, at least one from each pro- 
ducer. A meeting of milk producers was held in co- 
operation with a representative of the state board of 
health. The producers show an earnest desire to sell 
a clean, wholesome product. None of the dairies are 
selling milk that is dangerous to the public health. The 
ideal arrangement for our community would be the 
operation of a co-operative pasteurizing plant, but the 
cost is prohibitive and until people demand and are 
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willing to pay for the more expensive milk it will be 
necessary to get along with milk of higher bacterial 
content than is consistent with the best modern prac- 
tice. . 


A diphtheria immunization clinic was held in May 
in co-operation with the school department, Woman’s 
Club, physicians, nurses and health officer. The actual 
work was done by Dr. W. J. Paul Dye, who, with Miss 
Vivian Jennings of the Bureau of Maternity, Infancy 
and Child Welfare of the State Board of Health, 
immunized 167 children (5 under one year, 83 under 
eight years, and 79 under twelve years). The health 
officer recommends that this work be continued because 
diphtheria is one of the few diseases that can actually 
be prevented from invading our town. 


One case of typhoid was reported during the year, 
in a person who had been outside the state within the 
previous month. Nine people were immunized in con- 
nection with this case. 


The health officer urges co-operation of the citi- 
zens in the matter of filling the back bay. During the 
winter refuse can be placed far from shore and be 
buried when the ice disappears. Householders are 
asked to keep their own premises along the bay as clean 
as possible. 


The matter of organized garbage collection has 
been considered and it is hoped that a plan for a self- 
sustaining method can be worked out this summer. 
The dumping of garbage into Lake Winnipesaukee is 
strictly forbidden by the state board of health and 
householders should have an opportunity to do their 
part. The clean-up day this year was moderately suc- 
cessful, with the help of Leslie Chamberlain, Superin- | 
tendent of Roads. A new dumping ground was opened 
to the public on Pine Hill Road. 
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The regulations of the state board of health in line 
with scientific progress in the matter of fumigation, 
during and after contagious diseases, have changed tre- 
mendously during the last year. The sulphur-burning 
and incantations of our forefathers appear to be no 
longer necessary. 


The suggestions of the state board of health re- 
garding sewage disposal and prevention of the gross 
pollution of our lake have been deferred to the future. 
The actions of our citizens in helping to keep the lake 
front in a cleanly condition will go far to save the town 
great expense. The dumping of refuse and sewage 
into the lake and Smith river will hasten the day when 
Wolfeboro will have to invest a huge sum in a modern 
and expensive plant. 


It is with genuine satisfaction that I commend the 
efficient, painstaking, sympathetic and thorough co- 
operation of Mrs. Susanne Leshane Patten, public 
health nurse, in promoting the welfare of all our citi- 
zens. Her part in our health program is large, indeed.
